to abrogate some air and ocean mail 
contracts developed today as he passed 


word to the%senate committee to pur- 
sue its inquiry. 

Chairman Black, of the committee, 
said after talking to the president that 
the latter wanted the investigation 
pursued as far as was necessary to 
get the facts and that he felt he 
could by executive order cancel any 
contracts found to be unjust, or un- 
fairly obtained. 

The results of the senate inquiry 
thus far were being studied in at least 
two other quarters today. It was 
learned authoritatively that the post- 
office department was going over the 
record with a view to reporting to 
Mr. Roosevelt whether it thought any 
existing contracts should be abrogated. 


Evidence Studied. 

Seeking possible evidences of viola- 
trons of criminal law, Carl L. Ris- 
tine, newly appointed special assist- 
ant attorney-general, also studied the 
evidence presented. 

Independent air mail operators have 

testified that the larger operators 
worked with former postoffice offi- 
cials to draw regulations which vir- 
tually shut out the smaller concerns 
from air mail contracts, 
*But the president and Postmaster- 
General Farley carefully refrained 
from any threatening action, at the 
same time making it clear they were 
watching the progress of the inquiry. 
It was said at the White House that 
no steps would be taken by the presi- 
dent until and unless he receives a 
report from the committee. 

Senator Black informed Mr. Roose- 
velt the committee hoped to present a 
preliminary report at this session but 
it was doubtful if the investigation 
could be concluded. he president 
told him to go b yond the session if 
need be, in pursuing the study. 

Merger Studied. 

The committee's investigation has 
heightened Mr. Roosevelt's interest in 
his plan for a unified government 
transportation agency which would 
give the interstate commerce commis- 
sion jurisdiction over commercial 
aviation, shipping and busses as well 
as railroads. 

There is some doubt in the presi- 
dent’s mind, however, that legislation 
in this direction can be obtained at 
this session of congress since he 
wants if to conclude its work as early 
as possible. 

The Black committee's objectives 
include bringing out further facts 
concerning payment of large salaries 
and bonuses to officers of aviation 
companies and disclosure of further 
huge profits reported from mergers. 

It, has been indicated that several 
prominent figures might be brought to 
the stand in connection with the ab- 
sorption of Pratt & Whitney A‘reraft 
Corporation into United States and 
Transport. 

The awarding of government con- 
tracts for foreign mail also is yet to 
be developed fully.

The republican independents who help- 
ed to boost Franklin D. Roosevelt into 
the White House probably will find 
sympathetic co-operation at the head- 
quarters of the democratic national 
committee when they come up for 
election next fall. 

How far this co-operation will ex- 
tend has not yet. been decided, but 
it was distinctly indicated today by 
Chairman Farley, of the national com- 
mittee. Farley said he felt Califor- 
nia voters would re-elect Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson. 

He added that his reference’ to 
Senator Johnson was a personal one 
but that he knew enough about Call- 
fornia “to know that, of course, its 
voters will return Hiram Johnson to 
the senate.” 

Two other progressive republican 
senators, up for re-election this fall, 
are in a position similar to that of 
the California senator, who broke 
with his party to support President 
Roosevelt. 

La Follette and Cutting. 

They are Senator La Yollette, re- 
publican, Wisconsin, and Senator Cut- 
ting, republican, New Mexico, and 
the benediction of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration probably would be wel- 
comed by both, particuiariy La Fol- 
lette, who apparently is facing a hard 
contest. 

Although it was said that the ad- 
ministration had apparently not for- 
mulated a hard and fast policy with 
regard to the elections in November, 
it was pointed out that support of 
both La Follette and Cutting would 
be in line with the course the presi- 
dent has pursued since he entered the 
White House.

Bonds of $100,000 Set for 
Desperadoes as Indiana 
Moves To Get Gangster 
for Murder Trial. 


TUCSON, Ariz., Jan. 26—(P)— 
Chained together in a row, the leader 
‘and three members of the desperate 
Dillinger gang lost their attitude of 
defiance today under the sharp orders 
of a justice of the peace who set their 
bonds as fugitives at $100,000 each. 

John Dillinger, the outlaw chief 
and*‘last of the four to be seized here 
last night, dropped the bravado that 
characterized the first few hours of 
his captivity. He attempted to deny 
his identity, but turned meek when 
yanked to his feet by a _ policeman 
on the court’s order. 

Wanted for a series of murders and 


bank robberies in the middle west as 
well as a penitentiary break in In- 
diana and a jail delivery in Ohia 
Dillinger and his henchmen, Harry 
Pierpont, asserted “trigger man;” Rus- 
sell Clark and Charles Makley, were 
put rapidly through the arraignment 
and clapped back into jail again while 
midwestern authorities moved to re- 
turn them. 
Money Identified. 

Carlton J. Endres, department of 
justice agent, announced 200 $5 bills, 
found on the person of Dillinger, have 
been identified as part of the loot 
from the East Chicago, Ind., First 
National bank. 

During the robbing of the bank, 
allegedly by the Dillinger gang, De- 
tective Patrick O'Malley was killed. 

Indiana authorities already have 
informed Tucson officials they will 
seek to take Dillinger to that state 
for trial on a charge of slaying O'Mal- 
ley. Conviction on this charge could 
bring a sentence of electrocution. 

John L. Vanbuskirk, counsel for 
Dillinger, Pierpont, Clark and Mak- 
ley, announced late today he intended 
to go into superior court to seek their 
freedom in habeas corpus proceed- 


ings. 

The attorney planned to file the 
action before court closed this aft*» 
noon, 

Three Women Held. 

The three women arrested with the 
gangsters, identified as Anna Martin, 
Opal Long and Mary Kinder, were 
allowed to walk free to and from the 
court of the justice, C. V. Budlong.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(4)—First 
definite evidence of the real turning 
of the international gold movement 
toward the United States, in the ef- 
fort to stabilize the dollar, came today 
with reports in Wall street of a sub- 
stantial shipment of the metal from 


France.

ing of foreign metal was inadequate 
to counterbalance the heavy demand 
for the American currency abroad, and 
it rose to the highest levels in rela- 
tion to the British pound sterling 
since November.

CRIMINAL COURTS 
ING, CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—(4)— 
John Factor told to a jury today a 
lurid story of his kidnaping and three 


times he stepped down from the wit- 
hess stand to point dramatically at a 
defendant as one of the men who im- 
prisoned, kicked, cursed, beat and 
threatened him for 12 days last July 
until $70,000 ransom was paid. 

First he pointed to Albert Kator, 
of whom he said: 

“I saw him when the blindfolds 
over my eyes were being changed, and 
I’d never forget him.” 

Then he indicated Gustay Schaef- 
er, and said, “He’s one of the men 
who helped grab me.” 

Climactically, he came to Roger 
Touhy, curly haired, youthful appear- 
ing, former telegraph operator who 
became a beer runner and then head 
of the Touhy gang. 3 
_ With arm outstretched, lips quaver- 
ing, and voice breaking, Factor said, 
“That’s him.” He referred to the 
man who he said stood partly con- 
cealed by a blanket and directed him 
to write a note to Mrs. Factor urg- 
ing her to use every possible effort 
to obtain $200,000 ransom.

dramatic moment in his testi- 
mony came when Factor said that 
early in his captivity one of the ab- 
ductors asked him, when he, terrified, 
started to pray:

When Factor’s story had ended— 
a story which lawyers and court at- 
taches said was unrivaled for drama 
in the history of the Chicago criminal 
courts—there remained only one cde- 
fendant who had not been definitely 
identified in the state’s attempt to 
send all four to the electric chair. 
He was Thomas McFadden, bald, bea- 
tific, bespectacled man of past 60 
years. Prosecutors said further evi- 
dence would link him with the crime. 

Factor had been expected to iden- 
tify only one defendant, and him only 
by his voice. His testimony was 
given under a plenitude of guards. 
There were his own bodyguards in the 
courtroom, two detectives holding him 
in custody pending extradition to 
England for an alleged $7,000,000 
stock fraud, and eight deputies as- 
signed to watch over the defendants. 

Twice Factor’s voice broke into sobs 
as he told of being tortured and 
threatened with death “or worse.” 


LAGUARDIA LANDS 
BLOW AT RACKETS 


Political Club Raided, 
Alleged Newsstand Ex- 
tortionists Nabbed. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(4)—The 
LaGuardia administration pushed its 
drive against racketeering today with 
a dramatic raid on a Brooklyn dem- 


ocratic club and the indictment of 
three men for alleged extortion from 
newsstand operators. 

Simultaneously Harry M. Shulman, 
a prison expert, charged that a direct 
link existed between Tammany Halli 
and officials of Welfare Island pen- 
itentiary, “captured” Wednesday by 
Austin H. MacCormack, newly ap- 
pointed correction commissioner. 

This accusation brought an imme- 
diate reply from District Attorney 
William C. Dodge, a Tammany mem- 
ber, that no tangible legal evidence 
has been found against any official 
or inmate of the prison, which Mac- 
Cormick asserted was controlled by 
gangsters. 

Commissioner of Accounts Paul 
Blanshard, a former socialist, led a 
policeman and several assistants in 
a mysterious raid on the Seneca Dem- 
ocratic Club, headed by Frank V. 
Kelly, who is a candidate to succeed 
the late John H. McCooey as demo- 
cratic leader of Brooklyn. 

Blanshard, who has been investi- 
gating the operation of several city de- 
partments under Tammany control, 
would not disclose the purpose of the 
raid except to say: 

“This is an investigation into the 
methods of the department of markets 
and the police department.” 

Subpoenas were served on Kelly 
and William VY. Elliott, club secre- 
tary, calling for the immediate pro- 
duction of all financial records of the 
organization. All check stubs, can- 
celled checks, bank statements, fiscal 
records from January 1, 1931 to date, 
and all correspondence between club

GERMANY, POLAND 
SIGN AMITY. PACT 


Polish Corridor Friction 
and Border Incidents 
Believed Settled. 


BERLIN, Jan. 26.—(4)—A 10-year 
pact of friendship and non-aggression, 
which diplomatic circles called one of 
the most important treaties in recent 


European history, was signed here 


today by Poland and Germany. 
It was regarded here as a move 
to eliminate definitely all boundary 


questions of the two powers and was 
taken as an indication that the gov- 
ernment of Chancellor Hitler feels 
certain and secure in its position. 

France, an ally of Poland, was 
notified of variousssteps taken in the 
preliminary negotiations leading to the 
conclusion of the agreement. It was 
announced with almost startling sud- 
denness. 

Modeled after the Kellogg non-ag- 
gression pact, which both Germany 
and Poland signed, the treaty marks 
a new step in the Hitler regime's 
foreign policy through direct negotia- 
tions instead of cumbersome confer- 
ences, 

Since Germany has a similar treaty 
with Russia, it was thought that the 
Russian foreign office will welcome 
this rapprochement of the two west- 
ern neighbors. 

Under the terms of the accord ques- 
tions of minorities anlJ other problems 
pending between Poland and Germany 
will be handled through negotiations 
rather than through the medium of 
the League of Nations, on which Ger- 
many turned her back last fall. 

The Polish legation in Berlin de- 
scribed the conclusion of the agree- 
ment as a move to “stabilize the Pol- 
ish western borders and Pomorze”’ 
oe called the Polish Corri- 
dor). 

Polish legation attaches comment- 
ed that “Poland has recognized Ger- 
many as a state of equal right.” 


Mother of Three Gets Year

With the mother facing the prison 
sentence, the court conferred with 
juvenile court authorities and recom- 
mended that they take jurisdiction 
over the three children on the ground 
of insufficient guardianship. When 
officers of the court learned, however, 
that the woman’s parents were will- 
ing to take charge of the children, no 
| official steps were taken.

While the older children remained 
at the home of their grandparents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Mathis, at the 
State street address, the 11-month-old 
baby was rapidly gaining popularity 
with attendants at Fulton tower, 
where the child will remain until 
Sunday, at which time she wil] be 
turned over to her new guardians. 

According to information furnished 
the court, the child, since taken to 
the.police station upon the arrest of 
the mother has suffered a number of 
convulsions as a result of nursing 
while the mother was in a drunken 
condition.

F.D. R. CONSIDERS 
GUMPULSORY RULE 
IQ REDUCE COTTON 


Administration, | Mean- 
while, Submits Ques- 
tionnaire on Crop Re- 
duction to50,000Farmers 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(2)— 
President Roosevelt believes the ad- 
ministration may find it necessary to 
control cotton production by compul- 
sory means, 

Whether a compulsory plan will be 
needed it is too early to tell, but the 
president is of the opinion that it may 
become necessary. 

It was made clear that if the ad- 
ministration decides to adopt such a 
policy it wants the approval of cot- 
ton growers themselves. The presi- 
dent believes he would get this. 

The department of agriculture 
sending out questionnaires to cotton 


farmers to learn their sentiment to- 
ward more specific acreage control 
and what form it should take. 

The questionnaire, which will be 
mailed to approximately 50,000 farm- 
ers in all cotton-growing states, asks, 
“Do you favor a plan of compulsory 
control of cotton production to compel 
all producers to co-operate in cotton 
adjustment program?” 

Two Plans Suggested. 

It further asks the opinion of each 
individual on what percentage of 
farmers in each community favor 
such a plan and whether they favor 
a restriction in the number of bales 
each farmer would be allowed to pro- 
duce, or prefer a tax on all cotton to 
be ginned or sold with an exemption 
for the average production permitted 
to those who co-operate voluntarily in 
adjustment programs. 

Both plans, the president said, 
would accomplish the same result and 
the difference is largely a matter of 
legal opinion. He added that he felt 
the taxation method would be best. 

Asked about extension of eompul- 
sory control to other crops, such as 
wheat and cotton, the president said 
that was too far off. ate 

Secretary Wallace, in a letter ac- 
companying the questionnaire, said 
“the government itself is not propos- 
ing compulsion, but wishes to ascer- 
tain the sentiment of the south.” He 
added that the administration was 
merely seeking to determine the sen- 
timent of farmers and that the pro- 
posed compulsory plan was not a 
movement to abandon the voluntary 
principles of the present pact as it

SCHOOLS DEMAND 
FULL USE OF FUND 


Declining Responsibility 
for Deficit, Board Re- 
jects Compromise Offer. 


Declining to assume responsibility 
for any deficit which might accrue 
in budgeting against a $390,000 con- 
tingent fund, as asked in a finance 
committee compromise, the Atlanta 
board of education Friday afternoon 
curtly rejected the offer and passed 
a substitute demanding that the board 
be allowed to budget against the fund 
without any responsibility, laid claim 
to $87,928 spent for textbooks in 1928, 
but agreed to impose the same cuts 
on school employes as are applied to 
other municipal employes. 

Action was taken on the heels of 
several various motions designed to 
sidestep a definite vote on the issue, 
despite insistence of Councilman Au- 


committee of council, that definite 
disposition be made of the compro- 
mise. The action taken was present- 
ed as a substitute for the finance 
committee compromise, and was passed 
with one dissenting vote, that of Mi- 
lam. 

Alderman Ed Gilliam, chairman of 
the finance committee of council, Fri- 
day night announced that he had ap- 
pointed a conference committee from 
council and said he “hoped that the 
board of education would appoint a 
similar group to confer at 3 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon with a view of 
straightening out the fiscal tangle.” 

On Mr. Gilliam’s committee are 
Alderman J. Sid Tiller, Councilmen 
Frank Wilson, Max Cuba and Milam. 

The meeting Friday afternoon, 
while orderly, was marked by sev- 
eral acriminious arguments.

Senator Robinson responded with a 
warm defense, and Senator Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, contended it could 
not achieve its purposes without some 
increase in currency in circulation. 

Reed Sees “Havoc.” 

Reed contended the bill would play 
“havoc” with the people and that by 
enacting it, congress was imposing a 
“40 per cent pay cut” upon American 
workmen and a like reduction in the 
compensation of disabled veterans, He 
asserted that while devaluing the dol- 
lar as proposed in the bill would raise 
prices, wages would lag far behind, 

Robinson disputed a claim by Reed 
that giving the federal reserve banks 
special gold certificates in return for 
the gold which the measure proposes 
be seized by the treasury would not 
fulfill constitutional requirements of 
just compensation for property appro- 
priated by the right of eminent do- 
main.

Van Der Lubbe 


Guilty. 

As might have been expected Mari- 
nus van der Lubbe, the Dutch work- 
man, who was caught as he emerged 
from the burning reichstag building 


on February 27, has been found 


guilty of incendarism and has been 
condemned to death. It is not likely 
that he will be executed. The penal- 
ty of death was imposed on incen- 
diarism after the reichstag fire and 
the Dutch government will on this 
score protest and very likely prevent 
the execution. Torgler, a man of the 
highest integrity, according to the 
Conservative London Times, was ac- 
quitted, and so were the three Bbul- 


garians. They were not set free, 
however. Goering shouted at the time 
he appeared as a witness in the trial 
to the three accused men: “Wait 
you scoundrels till I get you out of 
the power of this court!” The men, 
although found innocent are now out 
of the power of the court, Herr 
Goering has them in his power how. 
This Herr Goering had an interview 
with the representatives of “La 
Croix,’ the French Catholic news- 
paper, the other day. Anxious to con- 
tradict the rumors’ according’ to 
which he is sick, he can scarcely 
deny that he was picked up three 
times as a dangerous lunatie in Swe- 
den, he told the Croix reporter: “I am 
in perfect health. I signed death-war- 
rants all night and still I feel fresh!” 
It is in the hands of that healthy man 
the three innocent men have fallen 
As to Van der Lubbe, the mystery 
remains. Fresh, quite intelligent, on 
the night when he was arrested, Van 
der Lubbe became an abject physical 
and mental wreck during the trial. 
Was this put on? Nobody believes 
this any longer. Baron de Marees 
van Swinderen, a Dutch journalist, 
who attended the trial sessions, 
charges outright in the Hague Post 
that Lubbe was being doped by the 
nazis. Goering had the journalist ar- 
rested, but not being a communist or 
a red or a radical, but a nobleman 
of the purest aryan blood, he had to 
let him go immediately and De Ma- 
rees van Swinderen maintains his ac- 
cusation. 


The Earlier 


Censorship. 


The Almanach de Gotha, from 
which all non-aryan pedigress are 
to be depleted by order of Herr Hit- 
ler, underwent a somewhat similar 
purge in 1808 at the hands of Na- 
poleon. In that year two editions 
were issued, the first being prompt- 
ly suppressed by Napoleon because 
the editor had included in the sec- 
tion devoted to reigning sovereigns 
a number of German princes recent- 
ly deposed by the conquering French. 
A second edition was issued omitting 
those names, and from then until 
1814 the proofs had to be submitted 
to the French authorities for censor- 
ship before publication. 

The revised 1808S issue contained 
a curious collection of portraits, Na- 
poleon himself figured on the front- 
ispieces—not unnaturally in the cir- 
cumstances. This included, rather un- 
expectedly, Nelson and Pitt. Con- 
cerning the two Englishmen, the edi- 
tor noted: “Time and death have ex- 
tinguished the feelings of enmity they 
onee inspired.”

UPLIFT WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The public works and civilian 
employment doles are really doing some uplift. 

In fact, they have brought the only remarkable general im- 
provements notable in the business picture during the last three 
months. 

That deduction is clearly the feature of this month’s balance 
chart of business. It is a seasonally adjusted unbiased table of 
government and private statistics showing just exactly where we 
stand on basic items each month in relation to normal (1923-25). 

This month the chart registers the fact that industry and labor 
have come through another hard winter without gaining any ground 
or losing any. It shows our January condition generally about 10 
per cent better than last January and just about equal to Jan- 
uary, 1932, 


DOLING The only indices which jumped up strongly during 
the last two or three months were department stores’ 
sales and building. 

The Christmas month of December was 8 per cent better this 
season than last in the department stores. That is not as remark- 
able as the fact that the usual dull month of January showed a 
probable jump of 13 points above last January. 

It indicates clearly that the money being poured out by the 
government to city unemployed through the CWA is making retail 
business improve against a strong seasonal trend. 

The results of federal stimulation are even more noticeable in 
building. That industry was running only 48 per cent of normal 
three months ago. In January it was 73 per cent solely because of 
the PWA. 


BALANCE The result is that business is going into the second 
month of the new year on a better balanced plane 
than it has been any time since the depression started. Pay rolls 
are still less than they should be and foreign trade is away out of 
line, but everything else—production, employment, sales, freight 
loadings and building—are each fairly well balanced with the other. 
They average about 70 per cent of normal as you can note 

by studying the chart as follows:

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REASONS The confidential guess of experts is that the chart 

will be at least three points better generally in Feb- 
ruary. They are confident of a strong further rise through the 
spring months. 

You may be surprised to find that the January figures on pro- 
duction, employment and pay rolls.are no better. Certainly statis- 
tics you have been reading from day to day during the month in- 
dicated we were roaring into the skies. 

There are two reasons for that. One is that such industries as 
textiles, steel and automobiles could not get going during Decem- 
ber and January. Textiles had to seek a 25 per cent reduction of 
the NRA code requirements. The industry overstocked last sum- 
mer and now-is trying to adjust its output to current demands. 

Automobile production encountered rheumatism on their knee 
action wheels. Henry Ford is the only one who has been produc- 
ing enough to supply orders. The others have been delayed in get- 
ting their production technique straightened out. One manufac- 
turer is supposed to have had 70,000 orders on hand recently that 
could not be filled. 

The failure of automobile production caused the failure in de- 
mand for steel. 

All three together neutralized the improvement shown during 
the month in other industrial lines. 


ROSY GLASSES The other reason why financial page statistics 
look better than they are is the fact that they 


are always compared with last January. At that time we were 
going down fast and just getting ready to bounce on the bottom. 
Any half decent figure for this January looks like a boom-time 
figure when compared with January last year. 
That situation will hold true for the first six months of this 
year at least. (We touched bottom in March last year.) 


TRADE The improvement in foreign trade is attributed to the 
dollar policy and prohibition repeal. 

Liquor imports in December amounted to more than the in- 
crease in total imports. That means if it had not been for liquor, 
our imports would have fallen off. 

The increase in exports is being officially attributed to the fact 
that the cheap dollar permitted buying here by foreign nations. 
That seems to be a correct assumption, but the improvement is 
hardly big enough to brag about. 

Some of it may be due to the deals for exports we made with 


foreign nations who want liquor quotas. 
PWA Mr. Ickes is not pouring out any great sums of money 
through public works even yet. 

The chart index gives him a break because public building nor- 
mally falls off during December and January. Actually, he spent 
less in December than in November. But his expenditure was so 
much greater than normal that it looks big when it is adjusted 
Seasonally. 

Here are the actual amounts of contracts let under the public 
works program in the past five months: 

July, $15,000,000, 

August, $32,000,000.

Public works would then have employed 393,000 men. 

That seems rather insignificant in a $3, 000, 000,000 program 


designed to help 10,000,000 unemploy ed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(UP) 
The vexing problem of patronage ap- 
portionment that periodically has 
threatened to loosen the administra- 
tion’s grip on congress appeared to- 
night on the way to a solution. 

President Roosevelt, employing the 
simple expedient of allowing the dis- 
contented to “blow. off steam’ ‘to their 
hearts’ content, paved the way today 
to peace after months of muttering 
against the meager pickings in the 
matter of passing out jobs. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he told the com- 
mittee to act as a clearing house for 
complaints and to try to make them 
as specific as possible. 

Representative Lozier, of Missouri, 
however, talked freely when he left 
the White House to return to the 
capitol. Smiling broadly, along with 
his colleagues, he gave every indica- 
tion that the troubles of finding jobs 
for the boys back home was a thing 
of the past. 

“The president invited our commit- 
tee to meet and confer with him with 
refernce to federal patronage appor- 
tionment,” Lozier explained. 

“The attitude of the president was 
one of consideration and sympathy 
and there was a frank and friendly 
exchange of views.” The conference 
will be continued and the committee 
will continue to function. 

“The committee is well pleased with 
the progress that has been made and 
believes constructive and satisfactory 
results will be accomplished. The 
president gave us an hour and a half 
and at no time indicated a desire to 
bring the conference to an end,” 

Decision to have a showdown on 
the patronage situation was believed 
to have grown out of a number of 
meetings between Mr. Roosevelt and 
Farley in which the entire problem 
was explored. 

Observers felt that Mr. Roosevelt 
was acting primarily in the interest 
of congressional harmony in placat- 
ing the membership on patronage in 
the hopes of avoiding any movement 
that might endanger his legislative 
program. 

In this connection it was recalled 
that a number of highly important 
administration measures are yet to 
be called up and on which quick ac- 
tion is desired. To permit the com- 
plaints to go unnoticed might lead to 
consequences that. would be unpleas- 
ant if not embarrassing, it was argued.

YHOWS GAIN IN 33 


Favorable Balance in De- 
cember of $59,000,000 
Largest Since 1930. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(?)—~— 
Those experts who believe business 
is on the mend today found comfort 
in reports of increased foreign trade 
for 1933 which showed particular im- 
provement in the last six months. 

December reached proportions that 
Were near a comparative record for 
the past two years while the 1933 ex- 
ports of $1,675,000,000 and imports 
of $1,488,000,000 both were higher 
than those for 1932. It was the first 


yearly increase since the depression | 


began, and a part of it was attributed | 


by the commerce department to cur- 
rency depreciation. | 
Exports for 1922 were 41,611,000,- 
000 and imports were $1,322,000,000. 
Trade figures for December as 
made public by the commerce depart- 


ment were: |

exports, $151,614,000. 

1933 imports, %$133,000,000 ; 
imports, £97.0587,000. 

Gain in December. 

The so-called favorable trade bal- | 
ance for 1933 was $226,030,000, com- 
pared to the 1932 balance of $288,- 
242.000 but the December favorable 
halance was $59,000,000, the largest 
December favorable balance since 
1930. 

The use of the word “favorable” 
generally frowned on by foreign trace 
exports, since they say it often Is as | 
favorable to have bought more abroad | 
than to have sold more. Experts 
usually consider the total of both ex- 
ports and imports rather than either 
one, unless there is great disparity, in 
figuring out how it helps the country, | 
hecause the larger the grand total 
the more active is business. 

For the first time since 1925 ex- 
ports in December exceeded the prev~ 
ious month. Usually trade declines 
about eight per cent between the _ 
months, while this year .it reverses 
the trend for a gain of four per cent 
Imports also gained, this being ac 
counted for entirely by the increase im 
purchases of sprits and wines. 

With the exception of last October, 
December exports were larger than 
any month since November, 1931. 

Gain in Last Half. 

Most of the 1933 gains occurred in 
the last six months of the year after 
a virtually continuous decline for the 
first six months. A continuation of 
the trend this year would bring 1054 
totals to near 1{)31 levels. 

In addition to the depreciation of 
dollar exchange, the rise was credited 
to more business activity both here 
and abroad. The depreciation of the 
dollar enabled foreigners to buy more 
dollars with their currency ana thus 
more American goods, while more 
business activity increased the demand 
for goods. 

More Gold Exports. 

All but three of the eleven major 
classifications of export valwes were 
larger in December than in the pre- 
vious month, while import figures were

GERMAN WORK GROUPS 
REORGANIZED BY NAZIS 


Berlin Government Seeks To 
Revolutionize National 


Life by Order. 


BERLIN, Jan. 26.—(#)—Efforts 
of the nazi regime to unify and cen- 
tralize national life advanced today 
with the reorganization of workers’ 
group and the announcement of plans 
to vest wide executive powers in the 
federal ministry of the interior. 

Two major institutions are involved 
in the moves—the German states, im- 
portant from an historical and admin- 
istrative viewpoint for decades, and 
the traditional employers’ organiza- 
tions and trade unions. 

Robert Ley, leader of the German 
labor front, decreed the establishment 
of 19 national shop guilds to supplant 
the laborers’, employers’ and hand- 
workers’ associations, hitherto the 
mainstay of the front, and to form the 
basis henceforth of labor legislation. 

When the reichstag, elected Novem- 
ber 12 and organized in a 10-minute 
/ session a month later, will meet with 
Chancellor Hitler for the first time 
on January 30, the nazi leader will 
demand an enabling act for making 
radical changes in the German con- 
stitution. 

He will propose that the interior 
ministry be relieved of its obligation 
to rely on states to execute its orders 
and that state police and judicial 
functions be abolished so that their 
power in the future can be transferred 
to a federal police commissioner and 
minister of justice.

PIPING HYLA. 
Last night I was surprised and 
pleased to hear Hyla crucifer piping 
way not far from my home. It was 


this frog that led me to the study 
of other frogs, so I have an exception- 
ally close feeling for the species. At 
the tender age of 10, my _ schvol 
teacher read to the class a*book call- 
ed “Two Little Savages.” The title 
is doubtless familiar to most of the 
readers of this column, as one of 
Ernest Thompson Seton’s works. In 
this book, in a chapter ealled “The 
Collarless Stranger,” a grown-up 
woodsman discourses on the piping 
hyla, or spring peeper, as follows: 

“—- no lizard but a froggie, an’ a 
gude Scotsman he'd make, for ye see 
the St. Andres cross on his back.’ 
Quoted from, memory, and therefore 
probably not accurate, that is the 
statement that fired my early imagi- 
nation. Years later, at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan biological station in 
Cheboygan county, I met Hyla cruci- 
fer face to face. In Seton’s book it was 
Hyla pickeringii, but the mere taxo- 
nomic alteration didn’t bother me at 
all. I had thought that the species 
was doubtless confined to the north, 
but last year I was surprised to dis- 
cover a large breeding colony near 
Decatur, which was the object of 
nightly visits for several weeks. 

The spring peeper, I am 
is badly fooled this year. 
must encounter some more ~— rough 
weather. He was piping last night, 
“nuckerin’ out his throat as big as 
himsel’ and whistlin’ like a steam en- 
gine.” He is a very little frog. From 
his noise you would expect something 
at least as large as the green frog. 
but as a matter of fact, he is some- 
thing like an inch Jong. ‘The domi- 
inant color is a warm tan, witb a dark- 
‘er brown St. Andrews cross on his 
i back. If vou want a colored picture, 
'you will, if vou care to look it up, 
find an excellent colored plate in 
Miss Dickerson’s “Frog Book” which 
is in the Carnegie library. 

I must tell you a joke on myself. 
When I heard these frogs last year, 
I could hardly believe my ears. I 
waded in to the marsh, waist~leep in 
mud and cold water, to find them. 
Four nights I searched, burning out 
two sets of batteries looking at the 
grasses at the level of the water. 


Then, on the fifth night of the search. 
just as I was losing mental contro] 
from the 


baffling search, I stepped 


yinto a deep hole in the marsh, and 


afraid, |

my wildly waving flashlight picked 
out a frogling three feet above the 
water level, demurely and _ serenely 
perched on a blade of marsh grass. 


Accidental discovery upset me com- 
pletely, and I never caught that frog. 
for 1 sat down in the water from 


sheer surprise, and the noise scared 
him into diving and losing himself | 
from sight.

U. S. Moves To Speed 
Import of Liquors 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(/)— 
To speed up liquor shipments to the 
United States the state department,

Similar instructions were sent con- 
suls in Great Britain, Ireland and 
Portugal two weeks ago and today’s 
instructions carry the plan to all 
liquor exporting nations.

Bethlehem, Westinghouse, American 
Telephone, United States Steel, 
Chrysler, General Motors, General 
Electric and American Can finished 
lower. 

Rail stocks were rather sluggish; 
Northern Pacifie gained a point, but 
Santa Fe lost as much. Last week’s 
freight loadings were above 1955 and 
the previous week, the latter improve- 
ment being in contrast to a small de- 
cline a year ago. December operating 
figures reflect the better movement 
of goods, though net for some roads 
was probably held down by _ larger 
maintenance expenditures. 

America’s exports for December 
were about 5 per cent over November, 
whereas a decline is seasonal in the 
vear’s last month; measured against 
1932, the rise was around oO per 
eent. 

Dun & Bradstreet’s weekly report 
said trade had “pushed ahead with 
more decisiveness” and thought pros- 
pects for continued improvement 
through the first quarter were 
brightened by potential consumer buy- 
ing power and more stable commodity 
prices,

The dollar moved around briskly 
in foreign exchange markets yesterday 
as reports were published that Amer- 
ican interests were heavy buyers of 
gold in foreign markets and the ad- 
ministration’s monetary program was 
subjected to attack in legislative de- 
bate at Washington. 

At London the American unit ad-! 
vanced 5-8 of a cent in relation to 
sterling, closing at $4.95 5-8 and in 
New York the British currency sank 
to the lowest level since last Novem- 
ber at $4.93 but regained most of 
the loss and closed 1-4 of a cent lower 
at $4.96. 

In Paris the dollar improved 4 cen- 
times at an equivalent of 6.16 cents 
to the frane while in New York the 
French currency finished a minor 
fraction lower at 6.21 1-2 cents after 
sinking to 6.16 3-4 cents in earlier 
dealings. 

In terms of the franc at its final 
New York rate, the dollar was valued 
at approximately 63.738 per cent of 
its former parity compared with 63.02 
Thursday and 63.35 a month ago. 


U. S.. Treasury Issue 
Is Oversubscribed 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(#)— 
Secretary Morgenthau announced to- 
day the government’s billion-dollar se- 
curity issue was oversubscribed nearly 
five times. 

The offering of $500,000,000 of 
treasury notes paying 21-2 per cent 
attracted subscriptions of more than 
$3,415,000,000.

51 1-2 Million Dollar SovietInstitute 


To Be Devoted to Study of Humans 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(#)—De- 
tails of a 51 1-2 million dollar project 
just started in Russia for the study 
of the human body, ill and healthy, 
and from every angle, including eu- 
genics and heredity, were made pub- 
lic today by a two-man commission 
which has been studying American 
hospitals and medical centers since 
last November. 

The project, to be known as the All- 
Union Institute of Experimental Med- 
icine, is located in a suburb of Lenin- 
grad called Bolsturbo. Excavation has 
‘started and plans call for its comple- 
tion in two and a half years. 

Dr. S. S. Goldwater, a New York 
physician, is official adviser for the 
project. Isadore Rosenfield, a New 
York architect, is assisting him. : 

The two-man commission, which will 
return to the soviet union next month 
consists of Dr. Nicholas I. Krasnog-

Approved by House 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—())—

‘ey treasury-postoffice appropriation 

ill. 

Democrats were responsible for the 
blow at the project—a furniture fac- 
tory at Heedsville, W. Va. On the 
motion of Representative Ludlow, 
democrat, Indiana, and with the agree- 
ment of Representative Arnold, demo- 
crat, Illinois, who had charge of the 
bill, the house inserted wording to 
prevent expenditure of  postoffice 
money for equipment manufactured 
by the Reedsville plant. 

It would apply, too, to any other 
federal factory save that in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The Reedsville establishment is 
being built with $525,000 allocated 
from the public works fund. The al- 
location was made shortly after Mrs. 
Roosevelt made a tour through the 
Reedsville region and decided that a 
furniture factory would give jobs to 
many idle miners. 

As finally approved by the house, 
the bill allowed $2,500 to buy a new 
automobile for Secretary Morgenthau, 
and $19,000,000 for the coast guard, 
against $25,772,000 for the current 
fiseal year. 

The treasury’s total was $149,940,- 
000 and that for the postoffice de- 
partment $670,850,000. 


Street Singer’s Wife , 
Tells of Beating 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(4)—Mrs. 
Arthur Tracy testified in magistrate’s 
court today that her husband, radio 
entertainer known as’ the “Street 
Singer.” beat her so severely on last 
December 4 that she required hospi- 
tal treatment. 

The slender Mrs. Tracy, wearing a 
white coat and blue hat with a red 
feather, spoke in support of a charge 
of assault filed against the singer. A 
separation suit ‘in which she asks 
$500 a week maintenance also is 
pending. 

Mrs. Tracy said that when she en- 
tered her husband’s bedroom at 8:45 
a. m.. to ask where the mailbox key 
was, he seized her by the throat, tore 
a telephone loose, struck her with it, 
and pushed her to the floor. 

Then, she said, he knelt on her ab- 
domen and slapped her repeatedly, 
while she kept crying: “Stop, you are 
killing me!” 

When she asked him to get a doc- 
tor, she testified, he left the apart- 
ment. Mrs. Tracy, who said she is 
an expectant mother, went to a hos- 
pital the next day to be treated for 
internal injuries. 

Asked by Tracy’s attorney if she 
scratched his face during the alterca- 
tion, she replied she might have done 
so, but that if she did, it had been in 
trying to defend herself. The hearing 
was continued until February. 7.

Nami ng of Highway 
After Former President 
Sought of Congress. 


MOULTRIE, Ga., Jan. 26.—(>)—

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 26.— 
(P}—A new standard of accuracy 
in the measurement of the speed of 
sound was announced to the world 
of science today as the conclusion 
of a war-time experiment with big 
guns at Sandy Hook, N. J. 

With instruments of the greatest 
precision possible, Dr. Dayton C, 
Miller, physics professor at Case 
School of Applied Science, here, said 
he has determined sound travels at 
a speed of 1.087.13 feet per second. 
Heretofore the speed was commonly 
accepted at: figures varying from 
1,085 feet per second to 1.088.

E., with 
whom she had made her home for 
several years. Only last Sunday 
Mrs, Clendening was honored at din- 
ner in celebration of her 94th birth- 
day. 

She was born January 21, 1840. 
near Galena, Il]. For a year after 
she was graduated from Rock River 
Seminary, at Mt. Morris, Ill, she 
taught school. Three years after the 
now memorable occasion of the Lin- 
coln-Douglas debate at Freeport, she 
married J. Manley Clendening, who 
served through the Civil War, prac- 
ticed law, and later became distin- 
guished as a Methodist minister. 


Mrs. Clendening’s husband was 
chaplain of the 96th Illinois regiment 
and later captain of the 15th regi- 
ment of Illinois.
